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The theory that the seat of pneumonia 
is nét in the lungs, as popularly sup- 
posed, but the bony framework at the 
top of the nose, is being advanced by 
Dr. H. Manning Fish cf the Chicago 
Medical Society, according to dispatches. 
His discovery does not impress  8t. 
Louis physicians as anything. startling 
or new. 

In an address .before the Chicago So- 
clety, Dr. Fish declared he had cured 
eases of acute pneumonia in 24 hours by 
rernoving the infection from the cells of 
of the nose. The weakened condition of 
the lungs, he said, sometimes kept the 
patients in bed.for a day or so longer. 

“Pneumonia means an infection of the 
lungs,” said Dr. Walter C. G. Kirchner, 
Superintendent of the City Hospiial, to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. “This in- 
finmmation may have its origin in many 
ways, among them an affection of ‘the 
nose. An ulcerated tooth, a disease of 
the blood, in fact, any infection which 
produces bacterial germs capable of at- 
tacking the lungs, may cause pneu. 
monia. 

“r fear Dr. Fish: has been misquoted, 
or that his speech was not given in 
full. No one can cure a case of pneu- 
monia in 24 hours.”” * 
| Dr. H. Wheeler Bond, Health Commis- 
sioner, said that he, in common with al- 
most universal medical opinion, believed 
the seat of pueumonia to be in the 
lungs. He declined to express an opin- 
ion of Dr. -Fish’s “discovery without 
farther investigation. 


The pneumococcus, or disease ‘germ, 
Dr. Fish said, is not harmful except 
when pent up in cells like those of the 
nose.

TOKIO, April 30.—Probably 300 officers 
aod cadets of high families .were, 
drowned early today by an explosion 
which gunk the cruiser Matsushima 
while- it was anchored at Makang, a 
harbor on the Pascadores Islands. Boats 
from companion ships rescued, 141. men. 
The Captain of the yessel. and several 
cadets who are the sons of titled men, 
are said to have gone down’ with- the 
ship, which was Admiral Ito's flagship 
in the battlé of the Yaiu River. 
The cruiser was attached to the 
training squadron, whose command- 
er, Admiral Yoshimatsu, sent the re- 
port of the accident to Tokio. The ac- 
cident occurred at 4:08 a. m., and, ac- 
cording to the repert of Admiral Yosh- 
imatsu, a projectile exploded in the 
stern magazine. The Matsushima quick: 
ly went down until only her bridge 
was visible. 
Crews Save 141 Lives. 
TRe crews of the cruisers: Hashidate 
and Itsukushima lost no time in lower- 
ing boats and setting out to rescue the 
cadets and officers of the companion 
ship. The rescue work continued until 
9 a, m., when further efforts were use- 
less. At 9 a. m. Admiral Yoshimatsu 
reports -141 lives had. been. saved. 
This number includes some officers, 
but the majority of the officers were 
lost. The cruiser had a complement ‘of 
300 cadets of prominent ‘families, and 
when the Admiral’s report was sent, 
of them had been saved. ' 
Oyama’s Son Reported Lost. 
A son of Baron Chinda, Vice-Minister 
of the Foreign Office, and a son of 
Prince Oyama, Field Marshal, are 
among the cadets, who, it .is feared, 
went down with the vessel. 
The sons of captains named Yoro- 
shima and Yiroshiro also are believed 
to have been drowned.

The United Hebrew Congregation of 
King’s highway and Morgan street is 
trying to find out why its bills for elec- 
tric light, with one congregation using 
the church for worship, now average 


141 per cent more under a new contract 
than they did in. 1906 under an old con- 
tract, when two congregations were 
using the church. 

The officials of the church were forced 
by the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. to sign a new contract last fall. 
The church was remodeled and the con- 
tractor cut the electric wires. The 
Union Electric declared that this con- 
stituted a breach of the old contract, 
and refused to continue its service until 
a new contract was signed, in which 
the minimum charge was raised from 
$1 a month to $8.50 a month. 

The first bill rendered under the new 
contract was for $51.11, five times the 
average of the 1906 bills. 

Forced “Down” to Double. 

The officials of the church have been 
go vigorous in their complaints that 
they have succeeded in forcing the bills 
down to an average, for the first three 
months of the year, of $20.78, twice the 
1906 average. 

The congregation's bills began going 
up rapidly during the early part of 1907, 
and without any apparent reason leaped 


i: up to @n average, for the first six 


months, of $22.92. The work of remodel- 
tpg the church began last July. Al- 
though the Union Electric declared that 
the cutting of the wires was a viola- 
*tion of the contract it continued to col- 
lect the minimum, $1 a month, under the 
old contract, until a new one was 
signed. The same rates, 12 cents a kilo- 
watt hour, are charged under both the 
old and the new contracts.

Reported Statement ‘of President 
Denied on High Authority at 
the White House. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, April 30.—The state- 
ment that President Roosevelt said to a 
“If I could have foreseen how 


things were going to frame up, I would 
never had made that election night 
pledge,”” and that he added: “‘Still, the 
pledge is good, and it stands, even if 
advantage is taken of it,’’ was taken to 
the White House today for verification. 
it can be stated on high authority that 
the President never made such a re- 
merk to a Senator or to anyone else. 

Between 300 and 400 letters are re- 
ceived daily at the White House, urging 
the President to run again. These let- 
ters come from all parts of the country, 
from members of all political parties. 

Some of the writers argue that the 
President is in the thick of his cam- 
paign for the establishment of com- 
plete Government control over inter- 
State commerce, and for other reforms:

work successfully to another, since Mr. 
Roosevelt's personality is a powerful 
factor in achieving this success. 

In all his replies to such letters the 
President reminds his admirers of his 
former resolutions on the subject, and 
declares that his position is unchanged.

The statement, which is regarded as 
a business barometer, portrays condi- 
tions up to April 15 on 158 railroads of 
the United States and Canada. 

During the fortnight following April 
1, the number of idle cars mounted from 
307,507. to 375,770, the greatest tota! in the 
history of American railroads. The fig- 
ures bear out the statements of railroad 
men that during the month of April 
business conditions have been at a low- 
er ebb than at any time during the 
business depression. During the highest 
previous surplus figure was on Feb. 5, 
when the total was 343,928.

Five policemen had exciting times 
early Thursday: with an elusive negro.

RAISE LARGE AMOUNTS 





$20,000 Realized Last Year, 
and There Are Now 
More Officers. 


The public is being called upon by the 
St. Louis Police Department to make 
its annual contribution to the relief fund. 
All the policemen in the city are ep- 
gaged in getting money from their 
friends for the benefit of the Police Re- 
lief Association. 

The annual benefit entertainment of 
the association is to take place during 
the two weeks, beginning June 14, at 
Forest Park Highlands, and the police- 
men are selling tickets to everybody on 
thelr beats, particularly to everybody 
who is under any sort of obligation to 
them or would like to be. 

Made $20,000 Last Year. 

The policemen made $20,000 on the en- 
tertainment lest year. With 1400 police 
men to sell tickets now, against only 
1200 last year, it is to be presumed that 
they will clear more this year. 

The tickets are put out a month or 
two in advance of the entertainment. 
The Executive Committee of the asso- 
ciation places from ten to twenty tickets 
in the hands of each policeman. He is 
expected to sell them. They are.sold for 
$1 apiece. Hach ticket is good for two 
persons, Reserved seats are 2% cents 
extra. 

In past years, when grafting was rife 
in the department, it was easy for the 
policeman to dispose of his allotment. 
The saloon keepers and the keepers of im- 
proper resorts on his beat were glad 
to acquire the good will of the police- 
man at such a low price. 

It is said that it was not unusual for 
people of this sort to buy !0 tickets apiece 
and hand thetn back to the policeman, 
who proceeded to sell them over and 
over, keeping the proceeds of the re- 
sales for himself.

While an attempt has been made lat- 
terly to separate the policemen from 
the saloon influence and grafting is pre- 
sumed to have been largely stampe‘ 
out, there is no restriction on the sale 
of the tickets.

Last 
vear the expense was $5000. This year it 
will be about the same.

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., April 
The 1908 Kansas crop of the Ben Davis, 
and Mammoth Twig apples will 
be an* almost complete failure, accord- 
ing to Francis Goble, the “apple king.” 
Joble has an immense orchard of 880 
acres near Wallula, Kan., and he is a 
recognized authority on horticulture. 
“The Jonathans, Grimes Golden, Wine- 
sap and other varieties will bear in 
great profusion, unless something un- 
expected happens,” Goble says. ‘‘lor 
some reason, however, the Ben Davis, 
Jano and Mammoth Twig varieties have 
failed to mature their buds and thev 
bear little fruit, possibly none. 
These varieties comprise about 60 per 
cent of the crop in this vicinity anu they 
are the best confmercial apples that we 
have.

YOUNGSTOWN, O., April 30.—Accord- 
ing to a decision of Common Pleas 


Judge Disney Rogers in the divorce case 
of Flavell vs. Flavell, it is not necessary 
for a couple to be of age to marry, 
provided they have secured a marriage 
license. The court held that consent 
of the parents is not essential in such 
cases, either. 

Mrs. Bertha M. Flavell was suing 
her husband, William, for alimony. 
Her husband had filed a cross-petition 
for divorce, claiming he was not of 
age when married and had not secured 
the consent of his parents. The court 
dismissed the husband's petition and 
granted the wife. $300 alimony.

WASHINGTON, April 30.—Rear Ad- 
miral Winfield Scott Schley, retired, 
will be offered the Secretaryship of the 
Navy in case William J. Bryan is elect- 
ed President. 


The Navy Department has for many 
years been run by the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, and the Secretary has not been 
much more than chief clerk to register 
the decrees of that bureau. Bryan in- 
tends, in case he becomes President, to 
make a clean sweep of the bureaucratic 
ring. He does not believe it possible to 
do that without a practical naval officer 
at the head of the department. 

When Schley was a desk officer in 
Washington, he proposed a number of 
changes which, although they were not 
acted upon, indicated that in a position 
of responsibility he could completely 
reform the bureaucratic system. To 
Bryan's mind there is no one who com- 
bines the necessary ‘qualifications of be- 
ing a naval officer and of having reform 
ideas so completely as does Schley. 

Like Schofield Case. 

The nearest parallel to Bryan's pro- 
posed action was in President Johnson’s 
administration, Gen. Schofield was ap- 
pointed Secretary of War.

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Thomas Kalends, an 18-year-old boot- 
black in a barber shop on Piasa street, 
Alton, and graduate of the High School 
of Athens, Greete, is teaching Greek in 
Shurtleff College, assisting Prof. D. G. 
Ray. 

Kalends came to America, he says, 
to learn the English language and to 
get in a business which would give him 
opportunities for conversation, started 
shining shoes in the barber shop. 

Prof. Ray, one of his customers, find- 
ing him versed in Greek mythology and 
literature, took an interest in him. He 
invited him to the school and permitted 
him to listen to the pronounciation of 
the Greek classes. 

Pronunciation Wrong. 

Kalends at at once declared that the 
Greek had been pronounced wrong. Prof. 
Ray questioned him, and fobnd by in- 
quiry that many institutions give the 
modern Greek pronunciation to the 
ancient Greek and, on that point, Kal- 
ends was right. The class had been pro- 
nouncing the Greek according to the 
ancient method, while Kalends’ pronun- 
ciation was modern. He decided to ac- 
cept Kalend’s pronunciation, at least for 
a time, as an experiment. 

Kalends was invited tp take charge of 
the class and give therh his pronuncia- 
tion. He did so willingly. 


His Changes in Rules, 

“Alpha (a),”” he taught, “is pronounced 
as ‘v,’ delta (d) is pronounced as ‘th’ 
in ‘the,’ and the diphthongs ‘el’ and *‘oi,’ 
which you have been pronouncing ‘a’ 
long and ‘oi’ are both ‘e’ long. ‘Au,’ 
a diphthong, is pronounced ‘av’ or ‘af’ 
instead: of ‘ow’ as in how, and ‘eu’ is 
] pronounced ‘ey’ or ‘ef,’ Instead of ‘oi.’ 
The letters omicron, short 0, and omega, 
long Oo, are pronounced the same. For 
instance the word ‘loimos,’ which means 
a lack of food, and the word ‘limos,’ 
which means sickness, you pronounce 
loi-mos and lee-mos when both should be 
lee-mos.”""

Passageway With 14 Feet 
Clearance Under Tracks 
There Is Planned. 





Pedestrians and vehicles will have a 


passageway with 14 feet clearance un- 


nue, between Chouteau and Clark ave- 
nues, when the plans approved by the 
Municipal Terminal Commission and the 
railroads are carried out. 

As announced in Wednesday's Post- 
Dispatth, an ordinance will soon be in- 
troduced in the Municipal Assembly au- 
thorizing the interested railroads ‘to ele- 
vate their tracks at that point. 

Albert T. Perkins, the Municipal Ter- 
minal Commission’s expert, discussing 
the proposed ordinance, said: 

‘The tracks at Compton avenue now 
are several feet higher than the grade 
of the street. It will be necessary to 
elevate them only about five and one- 
half feet higher than they now are. 
This, with a@ slight depression. of Yhe 
street, will give the 14 feet clearance. 

Elevated Six Blocks, 

“To elevate the tracks to this height 
will require a change in grade for only 
a short distance, No change will be 
necessary in the tracks east of Ewing 
avenue, or west of Theresa avenue. 
With the elevated tracks at Compton, 
the rails will come to the present grade 
again at those two streets. 

“No plans have been agreed upon yet 
for Ewing or Theresa avenues. Comp- 
ton is the most important crossing at 
present, I think. There is little traffic 
at Ewing avenue, as there are about 
thirty tracks to cross there. 

“The railroads interested have agreed 
to the plans, and the work will be be- 
gun so soon as the necessary ordinance 
has been passed. When this passage- 
way is built, it will be a great con- 
venience to the persons who are now 
compelled to use the Ewing, Compton 
or Theresa surface crossings.”

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SHALL THE LIGHT TRUST BE CHECKED? 

One of the best and most noteworthy enact- 

-ments of the Missouri Legislature last year was 
the Cooper law, by the terms of which authority 
was conferred upon the city of St. Louis to regu- 
late the prices charged by all public service cor- 
‘porations. 
- Few municipalities have such laws, and in no 
other is the grant of power so sweeping. In its 
briefest terms this enabling act practically clothes 
‘the city of St. Louis with the sovereign powers 
of the State. It is a law of so much import to 
the people that the reluctance or the. refusal of 
.the city government to take advantage of it. is 
both surprising and discreditable. 

We have here not only actual monopolies in 
“various lines of public service, but most of them 
are in possession of a holding company which 
has capitalized its power to oppress’ consumers. 
_If there were no escape from these exactions the 
situation would be deemed intolerable indeed. 
‘Fully equipped so far as law is concerned, we are 
helpless because no move is made to apply the 
law. 

The Municipal Assembly might act upon the 
questions thus presented any day. If it were so 
‘disposed it need make no investigation whatever, 
‘and it is under no obligation: to appoint a com- 
“mission. Subject only to the limitation that rates 
by it established must not be confiscatory, it is 
empowered to proceed at any time against the 
Light Trust, for example, whose misdeeds are 
now known to all. 

A commission has been suggested on the theory 
‘that action of this kind should not be attempted 
‘without the fullest information. This idea still 
holds good, but the fact that the commission ex- 
pedient is wholly optional and that it may be 
adopted either temporarily or permanently is to

MORE LAW, LESS LAW AND, NO LAW. 

There is a paradox in the President’s florid 
dissertations on the subject of trusts, for while 
he demands a great extension of executive power 
in the prémises he insists that the Sherman anti- 
trust law be weakened in many important re- 
spects. 

His plea, therefore, rests upon tho ecn'er ic 
that there is too much and too drcs i- |: w 27 ‘5 
trusts and not enough either of auis...y vf u 
discretion in the hands of the chief magistrate to 
enable him to do as he pleases with good trusts 
and bad trusts. : 

-The anti-trust law makes no distinction be- 
tween these combinations in restraint of trade. 
Everything in the nature of a commercial con- 
spiracy is forbidden. The law has stood the test 
of the courts from lowest to highest, and, if it 
is the purpose of the people to destroy trusts and 
to punish their organizers, it would seem that 
nothing more in the way of legislation could be 
desired. 

Mr. Roosevelt, however, has made the discov- 
ery that there are laudable trusts, and he can 
think of no way-in which they may be relieved 
of prosecution except by emasculating the Sher- 
man law and conferring arbitrary power upon the 
President to coddle the good trusts and to de- 
stroy the bad ones. This plan, of course, pro- 
vides for less law and power for the courts and 
more law and power for the President. 

Twenty years from now Mr. Roosevelt will be 
70 years of age and more. Looking back then 
over the events of his administration he will 
probably realize better than he now can the mon- 
strous nature of this proposition. He has repeat- 
edly ‘urged the substitution of a government of 
caprice, favoritism and tyranny for-one of law, 
equality and justice. He wants more law and 
yet, as a matter of fact, he wants no law but 
executive will. 

Communications from no other President have 
ever been received in Congress with open mani- 
festations of impatience and contempt. No other 
Président ever suggested to Congress that it 
should abdicate in favor of an imperial bureauc- 
racy. 
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THE GREAT ST. LOUIS CENTENNIAL. 

All St. Louis will fall in heartily with the spir- 
ited purpose of the leading civic organizations to 
celebrate the 100th birthday of the city. Every 
reason exists for, and none against, making it a 
momentous and striking occasion. 

The date falls conveniently—Nov. 9, 1909, and 
permits of a year and a half of preparation. Ii 
comes at the time of year best suited, the time 
when St. Louis is used to celebrating and the 
world hereabouts is used to celebrating with it. 

The regular fall festivities and the other great 
features should be merged with and absorbed in 
the distinctive centennial occasion, the difference 
in dates being but slight. If desirable, the cus- 
tomary October week of pageantry could be adopt- 
ed or appropriated for the civic birthday. In any 
event, if preferable, taking into consideration a 
suitable date for the proposed balloon races, the 
period of the celebration could end rather than 
begin on Nov. 9. 

Last fall the Post-Dispatch called attention to 
the desirability of novelty and variety in our Oc- 
tober celebrations, and suggested a water pageant 
as a central feature of future plans. This would 
be specially timely in view of the entire valley’s 
interest in and, indeed, the nation’s attention to 
the deep waterway project. 

The renewal of interest in the Mississippi and 
at the same time the birthday of the great river 
metropolis could not be more fitly celebrated than 
by a water carnival of proportions, brilliance and 
beauty to attract and delight the continent. The 
Veiled Prophet in a magic flotilla on the mirrored 
surface of the Mississippi, in a setting of illumi- 
nation such as two cities, the bridges and barges 
might provide, is a vision with substance and 
purpose behind it. It would not require millions 
to materialize it, but it would surpass any spec- 
tacular achievement of these times. Incidentally 
it should appeal to those who are contemplating 
the immediate revival of river transportation and 
a steel barge line between St. Louis and New 
Orleans. 

Assuredly the proposed water pageant feature, 
among others, deserves the consideration of St. 
Louis and of waterway advocates everywhere. Ii 
would enlist the co-operation of the entire val- 
ley and vastly stimulate the deep waterway move- 
ment; it would draw attendance from a wide 
radius, and the direct benefits to St. Louis would 
be generous, immediate and general. 

FIRE ESCAPES ARE FASHIONABLE, 

The fallacy that so-called fire-proof buildings 
are exempt under the law providing for fire 
escapes was hit hard by Judge Taylor the other 
day, as it deserved to be. 

Not long ago the same contention was raised 
in the case of modern public school buildings 
and nothing but a complete right-about-face on 
the part of the authorities raved them from prose- 
cution. 

Fire escapes are to be erected on every pub- 
lic school building in St. Louis, and the alleged 
fire-proof skyscrapers downtown, one of them 
controlled by a member of the schoolboard, will 
be similarly equipped’ before snow flies again.

Then the public is a great deal to 
blame for many unfair conditions. Take the stamp 
craze, for instance. Why should anyone expect to 
have a chromo thrown in with every little purchase? 
Is there any common sense to any such demand? It 
is disgusting to have people, intelligent people, to 
call, “Stamps, please.’’ Such fool conditions make 
fool people, mollycoddles, milksops and easy marks.

For a People’s Church. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I have read with deep interest your article in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch on “Why Don't More People 
Go to Church?” and I am deeply moved by the 
facts revealed. I am a &8St. Louis pastor, and 
lik2 most men of my calling I am too deeply in- 
terested in my own parish duties to give much 
thought to outside matters. I have always had a deep 
interest in the -unfortunates who are crowded into 
the most undesirable districts in our cities, and 
rea uy my heart goes out for these 200,000 neglected 
ones in “darkest St. Louls.”’ They are left to them- 
selves to work out thefr own salvation, and with 
the help of a few missions, most of them dark and 
uninviting, but with earnest workers, they are do- 
ing nobly. Why do the churches leave them? Why 
not establish one great nonsectarian church, with 
a pastor, and as many assistants as he needs over 
it. for these people? It must be done wisely if at 
all, and so much depends upon the man in charge. 
He must live among them and in many respects be- 
come one of them. I close with this proposition; 
If some wealthy person will provide a 
hall or a church, and furnish it for use rent 
free for a term of years, I will give up my church, 
move into the neighborhood of the proposed new 
work and establish a people’s church for these neg- 
lected ones. I will give my services, my time and 
strength, for the people who are most neglected. Will 
someone provide the place? It need not be @x- 
pensively furnished, but should be neat and invit- 
ing, and should be well kept. Above aill,. it should 
not be called “a mission.” Call it “The Peoples 
Church,”” and let it be known that it is for the 
people ameng .whom it is established. It should be 
kept open every day, and brief, bright, evangelist- 
ic services should be held every night.

EVER fill an ojl lamp or a parafin lamp either, for that matter, while 
N it is alight. It is quite easy for the vapor to catch fire and set the 

spirit or oil in the bottle ablaze, and an explosion will most likely fol- 
low. Always turn the lamp out before refilling it. 

After filling a lamp, too, be carefulto wipe the outside dry, for any trickle 
of oil on the sides might easily catch fire. 

Don't allow the oil to stand in the lamp very long. If it burned it 
should be thrown away. It gathers impurities and increases the risk of an ex- 
plosion. For the same reason always keep the paraffin can well corked. | 

Be careful when you light a fire in the kitchen that there is plenty of water 
in the boiler. Otherwise, when the cold water rushes into the hot boiler it is 
likely to crack it. 

Don’t put clothes round the fire to dry and then go to bed and leave them. 
A spark may easily fiy out of the fire and set them alight. Never leave a wood 
fire unguarded. Always put a metal fire screen or something of that sort in 
front of it to prevent the sparks flying. 

Don't try to make a fire draw by nolding a newspaper up in front of it. If 
it doean't set fire to the mantelpiece or to your own clothes, it may fly blazing 
up the chimney and set that alight. 

If you use a gas stove, never leave it with anything that might boil over 
couking upon it. It is quite possible for soup or milk boiling over to put out the 
gas flame, and the escaping gas will fill up the room. And then as soon as some- 
body conies in with a light—bang!

Gourmet’s Guide to Europe,” an 
unconventional handbook which must 
henceforth become as necessary an ad- 
junct to the literature of the foreign 
traveler as his Murray or his Baedeker. 
Beginning with Paris, the restaurants 
of which he kyows “like his pocket,”’ 
our culinary mentor takes us rapidly 
through the French provincial towns, 
stopping here and there to draw atten- 
tion to anything noteworthy and in- 
teresting. Thus at Montreuil-sur-Mer 
We are told of the Hotel de France, 
“which is just what an inn was in the 
days of plumed hats and long boots. 
‘Miladi’ might look out of one of the up- 
per windows, and one would not be in 
the least surprised to see Athos, Por- 
thos, and d’Artagnan swagger down the 
rickety staircase.’ At Caen “I have 
a most pleasant memory of a homard 
Americaine cooked at the Hotel d’An- 
gleterre, which was the very best lob- 
ster I ever ate in my life.” One {gs re- 
minded of the two cronies discussing 
old times. ‘“‘Do you remember, Jack, 
that saddle of mutton at Thompson's; 
it must be at least thirty years ago?’ 
“Yes, I should rather think I did. I’ve 
always regretted ever since that I didn’t 
have another slice of that saddle.’’ 

An extraordinary menu is quoted 
from Roscoff, beginning with arti- 
chokes and finishing with ‘‘Cidre a dis- 
cretion,’ with cold pork, langouste, 
duck, omelet and a fillet of beef in be- 
tween. Due attention is paid to the 
right and the wrong kind of bouillabaisse 
(beloved of Thackeray) at Marseilles, 
and at Nice there is a good word for 
the famous old London house. The next 
step is to Belgium, where the Hochepot 
Gantois is mentioned, as also the Wa- 
terzoie de Poulet, and a word of praise 
is given to the Salade “de Princesses 
Liegeoises, which is made of scarlet 
runners mixed with little pieces of fried 
bacon. He says: 

“There is no cookery in Europe so 
often maligned without cause as thai of 
Italy. People who are not sure of their 
facts often dismiss it contemptuously as 
being “‘all garlic and oil,” whereas very 
little oil is used, except at Genoa, where 
oil—and very good oil as a rule—takes 
the place of butter, and no more gar- 
lice than is necessary to give a slight 
flavor te the dishes in which it plays 
a part. 

“Really good, pure olive oil is almost 
unknown outside the boundaries of It- 
aly. An Italian gentleman never eats 
salad when traveling in foreign coun- 
tries, for his palate, used to the finest 
oil, revolts against the liquid fit only 
for the lubrication of machinery he so 
often is offered in Germany, England 
and France.”’ 

Reference {s made to the fowls and 
figs of Tuscany, the white truffles of 
Piedmont, the artichokes of Rome, the 
walnuts and grapes of Sorrento—all most 


stirring a gourmet to poetic flights of 
fancy and imagery. 

The gastronomic traveler is next taken 
through Spain, where he is introduced 
to Calamares, Foezola and Menudos de 
Gallina.

Business Deals With 
Rochette. 





Obtain His Release, but 
All Fail. 





HE MEETS HIS WIFE 





Tearful Scene Is Enacted in 
Examining Magistrate’s 
Office. 





Special Correspondence From Paris Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
PARIS, April 44.—Department of Jus- 
tice officials are conducting an exam- 
ination of numerous Paris financial in- 
stitutions that, it is said, will involve 
several bankers in suspicious. transac- 
tions with Henri Rochette, the promoter 
who, in three years and four months, 
rose from poverty to be managing di- 
rector of 16 corporations In which the 
people of France invested upwards of 
$10,000,000. Seizures have been made of 
the books of suspected banking institu- 
tions and the Rochette case, just at the 
moment when it seemed to be assuming 
a very simple form, has become again 
extremely complicated. 
Rochette, who is still In La Sante 
Prison, continues to clamor for his ré- 
lease. He has addressed repeated ap- 
peals to the examining magistrate for 
admission to bail, stockholders in his 
concerns have petitioned the Depart- 
ment of Justice individually and col- 
lectively for his provisional release, his 
friends have exerted every avilable in- 
fluence in Parliament to bring about 
his freedom, and his employes have 
signed document after document pro- 
fessing their firm belief in his inno- 
cence. But all these cries have fallen 
on deaf ears. The Department of Jus- 
tice has refused to act and the exam- 
ining magistrate has only one answer 
to all petitioners in the ‘“‘financier’s’’ be- 
half: ‘“‘Rochette will not be freed.” * 
Politicians Involved. 
Politicians continue to be mentioned in 
the public discussions of the case. It 
now seems clear.that the fact that Ro- 
chette’s arrest had been decided on was 
known to some before the event took 
place and that they turned their secret 
information to profitable account in the 
markets and elsewhere. Several are said 
to have sold “the tip’ for substantial 
considerations. , 
The Rochette banks have resumed op- 
erations and have met all demands 80 
far as depositors are concerned, Some 
of the mining and other companies are 
also being conducted as before the 
crash, but there is no more information 
at hand regarding their stability than 
was obtainable prior to Rochette’s ar- 
rest. The stockholders have held two 
large meetings, but what they have as- 
certained has come from the managers, 
who have all along publicly insisted that 
the numerous concerns were solvent. 
The fourth ettempt made to obtain 
bail for the ‘“‘Napoleon of Finance,” 
though it resulted in failure, did bring 
him and his wife together. Both burst 
into tears and fell into one another’s 
arms. Just at this critical moment, M. 
Berr, the examining magistrate, came 
out of his room and at first was on the 
point of ordering the two guards in 
charge of Rochette to separate him from 
his wife, for he had given strict orders 
that he was to be allowed to talk to no- 
body. 


Magistrate Is Discreet. 

He thought better of this decision, 
however, went back into his room as 
though he had forgotten something, and 
as he walked past M. and Mme. Ro- 
chette the second time turned his head 
the other way and lit a cigarette. He 
remained away for a quarter of an hour, 
after which he returned and examined 
the prisoner. 

After the interview with her husband, 
Mme. Rochette, her eyes red from weep- 
ing, declared to waiting newspaper cor- 
respondents that her husband was cer- 
tain the charges against him would fall 
through. ‘“‘He has assured me today,” 
she said, “that he is the victim of ma- 
neuvers of his enemies and says he will 
be able to prove it to the satisfaction 
of his judges.”’ 

Public confidence in Rochette does not 
seem to be greatly shaken. His friends 
are just as staunch as ever and his 
enemies now frankly admit that he hae 
been extremely steady in his private 
life, a model husband and father, a 
cutiful son and not extravagant in his 
babits. His one fault, they say, is his 
optimism. He got along so rapidly that 
he reckoned too confidently on the suc- 
cess of his ventures and therefore was 
tempted to allow himself the risky lati- 
tude in his speculations that has result- 
ed in bringing him into trouble with the 
law. This seems to be the most severe

STATE FRUIT CROP. 
WORTHSS0 00,00 


Washington Now Has 9,190,366 
Bearing Trees in Orchards 
and More Planting. 


























SPOKANE, Wash., April .2—Re 
just compiled by F. A. Huntley, 
Horticultural Commissioner, show that 
Washington had 9,190,366 bearing trees in 
101,707 acres of commerial orchards at 
the beginning of the year. This is al-' 
most five full townships. 

Twenty-five thousand acres have been 
added since the spring of 1906, and it is 
expected that more than a million ap- 
ple trees will be set out this spring. 
The report shows that the State con- 
tains 5,337,004 apple trees, 987,892 pear 
trees, 1,392,760 peach trees, 657,674 cherry 
trees, and 1,044,946 plum and prune trees, 
besides 133,833 apricot, quince, nectarine, 
almond and English walnut trees not 
enumerated in the foregoing. This is a 
gain of 3,977,614 trees since 1907, and an 
increase of 64,083 trees of the last named 
varieties. Yakima County heads the list 
with 1,795,689 apple trees. W. 8S. Thorn- 
ber, professor of horticulture at the 
Washington State College, Pullman, es- 
timates that the value of the total fruit 
crop in Wasihngton is from $40,000,000 to 
$60,000, 000.
